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MEXICO 
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Ano Nuevo entre los Aztecas 

La amenaza se cernia dramatica y es- 
pectante y al final del xiuhtonalli todos es- 
taban embargados con el presentimeinto de la 
muerte y la terminacion de todo. 

" ...Salian del templo y de la ciudad 
dice el historiador, los sacerdotes vestidos con 
los diferentes trajes e insignias de sus dioses, 
y acompafiados de numero pueblo se encami- 
naban al monte " Huixochtla" , cercano a la 
ciudad de Iztapalapan a mas de dos leguas de 
la capital; arreglaban de tal suerte la marcha 
que Ilegaban poco antes de la media noche al 
monte, en cuya cumbre se debia hacer el fue- 
go nuevo. 

Mientras tanto el pueblo se mantenia 
en grande expectacion, esperando por una 
parte asegurar con el nuevo fuego un siglo mas 
de duracion del mundo, y por otra temiendo 
su total ruina, si el fuego, por disposicion de 
los d ioses no se encendia...." 

El paso de las Cabrillas en medio del 
cielo indicaba que no era entonces el termi- 
no de la vida y del mundo, sino que en la su- 
cesion del tiempo se apuntaba un nuevo dia, 
un nuevo siglo, una nueva y vibrante realidad 
de existir durante otros 52 afios. 

Un sacerdote de Copolco, uno de los 
barrios de la ciudad, prendia el fuego nuevo 
sobre el pecho de un valiente cautivo sacri- 
ficado al efecto; fuego que altornarse en sede 
de una llama propiciatoria, alcanzaba con su 
resplandor de esperanza a todo el pueblo, cu¬ 
ya depresion anterior se convertia en jubilo 
indescriptible.

Los sacerdotes llevaban el fuegoal tem¬ 
plo mayor, donde se encontraba la siniestra 
figura de Huichilobos, para que a su vez todos 
los habitantes de Tenochtitlan se proveyesen 
del fuegotraido con febril regocijo. Una vida 



nueva se abria en la perspective dilatada de 
los tiempos y el hombre se asia con fervor de 
naufrago al alba de un siglo que le aseguraba 
la supervivencia del mundo y de todo lo cre- 
ado. Asi se conmemoraba, entre lamentos de 
temor y demostraciones de fe renovada, el pr- 
incipio de un siglo nuevo, entre los antiguos 
aztecas, seflores del Anahuac. 

Celebraban los aztecas, dentro de sus 
practicas de religion o civiles, el dia corres- 
pondiente al primero del aflo? 

Esta pregunta fue planteada en el viejo 
Colegio de Santa Cruz de Tlaltelolco, por fray 
Bernardino de Sahagun, en platica con los ab— 
origenes de mas edad y los colegiales de ma¬ 
yor preparacion, sin obtener una respuesta 
precisa que disipara toda clase de dudas. 

De acuerdo con el famoso historiador 
franciscano, puede considerarse que los azte¬ 
cas propiamente no concedian un significado 
especial a la iniciacion del aflo. Todo el ca¬ 
udal de ceremonias, promesas, regocijo, es- 
peranzas, ilusiones que nosotros experimenta- 
mos en el final de un aflo y principio de otro, 
no existia para la mente azteca. Su sensibi- 
lidad no reaccionaba frente a este hecho, que 
incluso se veia revestido de una sombra de 
duda " ...pues ni siquiera estaban seguros de 
la veintena en que comenzaba... " aunque 
se deduce que el primer dia del aflo azteca era 
el primero de la veintena o mes llamado Tox- 
catl, que Tezcatlipoca presedia. 

Pero si el paso de un aflo al siguiente 
no ofrecia mayor relevancia, si propiamente 
no celebraban el Aflo Nuevo, en cambio ten- 
ian una ceremonia cargada de temor reveren- 
cial que tocaba con profunda significacion 
tanto a los aztecas como a los demas pueblos 
de abolengo nahuatl. Se trataba del fin de su 
siglo. Cada cincuenta y dos afios coincidian 
los principios de dos de sus cinco calendarios 
el tonalamatl y el xihuitl completandose de 
esta manera el cicio que ellos llamaban xiu- 
ttonalli, en cuya ultima noche se apagaban 
todos los fuegos de los templos y de las casas 
y se rompian todos los utensilios domesticos, 
preparandose en esa forma para elfin del mun¬ 
do que temian al finalizar cada siglo. La ra- 
zon se encontraba en que, de acuerdo con su 
mitologia cuatro eran las edades del mundo: 

La Eda del Agua, la Eda de la Tierra, la Edad 
del Aire y la Edad del Fuego, cada una de 
ellas precedida por cuatro soles. La ultima, 
la del Fuego que era la que creian vivir los 
aztecas, habria de terminar al final de cin¬ 
cuenta y dos afios, consumiendose en el fuego, 
el Sol y el mundo habitado.

Es interminable el numero de frases ce- 
lebres que, desde la mas remota antiguedad 
hasta nuestros dias, se han escrito en todas las 
lenguas y en todas las latitudes de nuestro pl- 
aneta. La juventud y la vejez, han sido en 
todos los tiempos motivo de meditacion y de 
estudio, para los mas selecto de los grandes 


pensadores de la humanidad. 

Sin la pretencion de enmendalres la pl¬ 
ana a los grandes genios de la literatura y de 
la filosofia, nos atrevemos a decir : que la 
linea divisora entre la juventud y la vejez, 
tiene margenes muy amplios : es decir, no tiene 
un punto determinado de bifurcacion. Si cal- 
culamos que se termina la juventud cuando se 
alcanza determinado numero de aflos, tal vez 
la apreciacion en esta forma, no siempre re- 
sulte correcta. 

Pongamos por ejemplo un grupo de per¬ 
sonas que pasan de cincuenta aflos de edad, 
entre el las hay algunas que no Megan todavia 
a los cincuenta, entonces los que no Megan 
todavia a los cincuenta aflos, son jovenes en¬ 
tre los de mas de cincuenta. Si hay otro gru¬ 
po de personas con edades aproximadas a los 
veinte aflos, estos consideraran a las personas 
de cuarenta o mas aflos como unos ancianos. 

Pero no contemos por los anos, ya que 
vemos que si estamos entre gentes mas jovenes 
pareceremos viejos, pero si estamos entre gen- 
te de mas edad nos sentiremos jovenes. Esto 
sucede solamente con relacion a los aflos de 
vida que tenemos. 

Nos parece justo analizar desde otro 
punto de vista, nos guiaremos por otro aspecto 
que no sea el de los aflos. Veamos por ejem¬ 
plo nuestra constitucion fisica; hay jovenes de 
edad que a fuerza de abusar de su organismo 
han agotado toda la salud y la fortaleza con 
que la naturaleza los ha dotado; en cambio 
hay personas con el doble de edad que estan 
mas sanos y fuertes que aquellos que siendo 
jovenes ya tienen achaques de viejos. 

A mayor abundamiento, hay otro factor 
que tambien puede darnos alguna luz para de- 
terminar hasta donde termina la juventud y 
cuando empieza la vejez; hay muchos jovenes 
de veintiun aflos o menos, que son jefes de fa- 
mi lia y tienen responsabilidad absoluta en to¬ 
dos sus actos, como si fueran personas de ma¬ 
yor edad y de gran experiencia. En cambio 
tambien hay personas que teniendo mas del 
doble de edad y logicamente el doble de ex¬ 
periencia en la vida, requieren de alguien 
que se haga responsable de ellos, de sus actos 
y hasta de sus acciones, por que ellos son co¬ 
mo niflos, no han adquirido madurez; natural- 
mente en este caso no nos referimos a quienes 
sufren trastornos mentales, nos referimos a per¬ 
sonas enteramente normales, en los que los 
aflos pasan sin que su madurez se manifieste en 
otra forma mas que en la fisica. 

En su.na, todos sabremos en su oportu- 
nidad, hasta cuando somos jovenes y cuando 
empezamos a ser viejos.

Our duly elected have now convened 
in their respective chambers. |f the indica¬ 
tions to date are to remain true, then the 
1965-66 legislative years are to bring forth a 
new high of activity. This of course means 
that the public will have to accept their re¬ 
sponsibilities for participation and compliance. 

It is at this time that our needs and 
wants are to be made known; for when a bill 
becomes law we must remember that through 
the free elective process we have chosen these 
lawmakers to act on our behalf. 

Amidst the many, three bills have been 
introduced in Sacramento by our spokesmen of 
the Santa Clara Valley. 

Assemblyman Alfred Alquist of the 24th 
Assembly District presented a bill apparently 
of merit to require the licensing of boiler op¬ 
erators. If this becomes law, and the chances 
are good, a repccurence of the 1963 tragedy 
at the J. C. Penney store may be prevented. 

The Assemblyman from Gilroy, George 
Milias, has placed his name in the record for 
some reason, or no reason, as the sponsor of 
a bill to require precinct boards to post lists 
outside the polling places indicqting which 
voters have voted. This is, and has been for 
many years a requirement ofthe election code. 
He further wishes with this bill to require that 


gram, which has been declared fiscally un¬ 
sound by both Democrats and Republicans 
would kill once and for all any chances of the 
long hoped for center for the mentally retarded 
to be operated in conjunction with the Santa 
Clara County Hospital. 

The Governor, and Mr. Alquist, seek 
to build a series of centers, the establishment 
of which would not only result in phenomenal 
tax increases, but would completely bypass 
the Santa Clara County location. 

The soundness of the program can be 
examined in terms of dollars and cents. There 
is only 2 million dollars total available. This 
amount in full will be used by study commis¬ 
sion recommendations for custodial and diag¬ 
nostic facilities in San Diego and San Fran¬ 
cisco. An additional 3.7 million dollars must 
be raised to complete the Governor's program. 

If and when the taxes are raised enough 
to implement this program, where will the 
funds come from for the " joint state-county 
development" of a multi-purpose center in 
Santa Clara County? 

Every civic group in our valley has 
worked hard for a center of this type to be 
located here. The advantages of a "multi¬ 
purpose" operation here far outweigh those of 
single purpose units, farflung, and thus in¬ 
accessible for the continuation of treatment. 
The growth of the Santa Clara Valley and the 
expansion of our sociological concern leaves 
no alternative but to voice our feelings to Mr. 
Alquist that he represent his Assembly District.
